Cancel claims 1-13, 31-35, 43-46. 

Election/Restrictions 

Regarding claims 18-25, claim 18 is generic (only with respect to 19-25) and allowable. 
Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and 
claims 23-24 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. However, 
claims 1-13, 31-35, 43-46, directed to the non-elected species remain withdrawn from 
consideration since they do not depend upon or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed claims as required by 3 7 CFR 1.141.
